Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 4-11, 15, 16 and 18-20 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
neither anticipates nor make obvious applicant's claimed invention. With respect to 
independent claim 19, a projectile is required to have the ability the pierce armor, a 
shell, and a cartridge containing launch propellant. Additionally, the projectile is 
required to have 2 rocket motors: one cruise rocket motor and one acceleration 
(booster) rocket motor. The prior art does not disclose an armor-piercing projectile with 
a 3-stage launch sequence (cartridge to cruise rocket to booster rocket). Independent 
claim 20 requires similar limitations. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
